SCS Approval Is 
Needed Before A 
Job Can Commence 

FRANKFORT, Ky. Nov. 2 
— Gov. Louie B. Nunn an¬ 
nounced a joint federal^state 
effort Monday to improve se¬ 
dimentation control on strip- 
mine areas in Eastern Ken-1 
tucWv. 

The U. S. Soil Conservation 
Service (SCS) will provide I 
technical assistance and spe- j 
cifications for sediment con-1 
trol structures on all new 
mine sites, Nurun said. SCS 
also will approve designs for 
such structures for the state 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources. 

Under the new program, a 
mew mine operator will have 
to sign an agreement with the 
SCS district office within the 
county where he plans to mine 
in order to become eligible for 
SCS service. 

SCS technical personnel then 
will locate and design sedi¬ 
ment structures on the new 
mine site and approve it be¬ 
fore construction and mining 
permits are issuel by the Nat¬ 
ional Resources Department. 

SCS also will provide tech¬ 
nical assistance to the mine 
operator during construction 
and will certify the structures 
upon completion. 

Nunn commented tl at the 
effect of the program would 
be to triple the size of the 
state’s working force in that 
area. He noted that SCS has 
trained personnel in every 
county. 

State Reclamation Director 
Elmore Grim said that strip- 
mine permits will not be ap¬ 
proved in the future until the 
operator has included in his 
(reclamation plan sediment 
structures designed according 
to SCS criteria. 

Grim said that his depart¬ 
ment's past efforts involving 
the design of sediment struc¬ 
tures have not been completely 
successful because of inade¬ 
quate knowledge of proper 
location and techniques.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Oct. 31 
—Government computers have 
come up with some bad news 
for Medicare patients. 

The cdknputers have calculat¬ 
ed that the current, daily hos¬ 
pital bills for Medicare patients 
average $17.76 higher than dur¬ 
ing 1966. 

And the Social Security Ad 
ministration will pass part of 
his cost on to patients. Begin 
ing Jan. 1, a person 65 or old 
er who goes to the hospital un 
der Medicare will be responsi 
ble for the first $60 of his hos¬ 
pital bill, which is $8 more than 
lie has to pay now. 

Also scheduled to be increas¬ 
ed Jan. 1 is the amount a Medi 
care patient must pay for each 
day after a hospital stay of 
60 days. For the 60st day 
through the limit of 90 days, 
benificiary will be required to 
pay $15 a day, up from the 
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current $13. 

And if he has a post-hospital 
stay of 20 days in an extended- 
care facility, he will pay $7.50 
per day toward the cost of the 
21st day through the 100th 
day, up from the present $6.50 
per day. 

Medicare is broken into two 
parts: 

Part A, covering hospital in¬ 
surance, helps pay for hospital 
bills, skilled nursing home care 
and home health services. 

Part B, which is voluntary 
costs each covered person $5.30 
per month. It helps pay for 
doctors’ services in a hospital, 
home or office. 

Drugs and biological medi¬ 
cines administered outside a 
hospial represent one of the 
largest areas not covered by 
Medicare. But if administered 
in a hospital, the patient is fully 
covered.

attempting an improper take¬ 
over of the two firms South

LAND VALUES UP — Land 
values in Kentucky have in¬ 
creased an average of $6 an 
acre from 1968 to 1969. And 
land valuese in the Appalachian 
region jumped $14 an acre, a 
rate higher than the state aver¬ 
age and even higher than 
the national rate increase. As 
of March 1. 1969 average value 
per acre of Kentucky land and 
buildings was $226 as compared 
to S220 a year earlier, a jump 
of $6 an acre or five points on 
the farm index. But in Appal¬ 
achia, land values at $249 an 
acre were up $14 over March 
1968 prices. The national aver¬ 
age of farmland values in the 
nation was $187 in March of 
1969, up $9 over the March 1968 
value of $178 an acre. The 
March 1969 index of land values 
for all Kentucky was up 73 
points above the base period of 
1957-59, jumping in value from 
$129 an acre in 1959 to $226 in 
1969. Scarcity of level land in 
Appalachia adds greatly to the 
value of farmland that has till¬ 
able acreage. Also many new 
homes have been built in Ap¬ 
palachia, adding to values, as 
well as the increase in value 
due to the scarcity of fossil fuels 
such as coal, oil, and gas. of 
which Appalachia has expected 
great reserves. 


BANK CLOSING — The Berea 
Bank and Trust Company of 
Berea was closed early last 
month by the State Banking 
Department which declared it 
insolvent. Last week it develop¬ 
ed in U S. Court at Lexington 
that Ralph A. Dean, president 
of the closed bank, was presi¬ 
dent of six Berea companies 
which owed the bank $420,827. 
The disclosure was made when 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. had Judge Mac Swinford 
issue an order for Dean and 
other officials of the bank to 
show cause why they have not 
produced records for federal 
bank agencies. The FDIC said 
it subpeonaed records Oct. 7 
and that the reeords were re¬ 
fused. as were those of the other 
six Berea-based companies of 
which Dean was the president. 


WESTERN KENTUCKY

New Trial Ordered 
In Strip-Mine Case 
In Magoffin County 


FRANKFORT, KY. — The 
Court of Appeals on Friday 
ordered a re-trial of a case 
from Magoffin circuit court 
in which a Magoffin land¬ 
owner had been awarded 
$4,000 damage against Terry 
Elkhorn Mining Co. for da¬ 
mages to his land and timber 
from a strip-mining operation. 

Joe M. Arnett and his son 
Joe, Jr. contended that their 
m Literal leqpe did not give 
Terry Elkhorn Co. a right to 
isonstruct a road on their land, 
but the high court rejected 
this contention. Likewise, the 
high court rejected ar. argu¬ 
ment by Terry Elkhorn that 
the company was entitled to a 
directed verdict notwithstand¬ 
ing the lower court’s verdict. 

The high court said there 
was enough evidence to go to 
another jury on the question 
of whether the construction of 
the road was done in an arbi¬ 
trary, oppressive, wanton or 
malicious manner by the coal 
firm, and sent the case back 
for re-trial.

WASHINGTON — The Agri¬ 
cultural conservation Program, 
which meant $5-5 million to 
Kentucky farmers last year, 
may be eliminated by the 
Nixon administration. con¬ 
trary to the wishes of Congress. 

AH spending for the pro¬ 
gram has been held up in 
the current fiscal year, while 
the Office of Management and 
Budget 'deliberates the pro¬ 
gram’s fate. 

The suspension of the $185- 
million-a-vear program has 
provoked protests from far¬ 
mers and members of Con¬ 
gress. Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper, R-Ky., has written 
Agriculture Secretary

the program be released. 

“At a time when there’s 
much concern about ecology- 
arid environment, I believe it 
would be a mistake to sharply 
reduce or abandon the pro¬ 
gram,” Cooper wrote to Mr. 
Nixon.

COAL PRODUCTION UP — Soft 
coal production last week total¬

ANOTHER HOAX ABOUT CIGARETTES AND CANCER 


and to this date remains unpublished by any 
reputable journal. 

The New England Journal of Medicine re 
fused to publish the study because of the un¬ 
orthodox manner in which it was first dis¬ 
closed. The Journal of the Americn Medical 
Association rejected it on the basis of unfav¬ 
orable reviews by a dozen independent auth 
orities. 

Slides produced as evidence were found to 
be of such poor quality that malignancy could 
not be determined. 

The study, moreover, has been discounted 
by one oi the men involved in the experi¬ 
ments—Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, a society of¬ 
ficial—who has reduced the number of dogs 
which were claimed to have developed cancer 
from 12 to two. 

Dr. Hammond further concedes: “You can 
not prove that cancer is caused in human be¬ 
ings by producing cancer in dogs with any¬ 
thing, or mice, or any other animals, and this 
was not our purpose in these experiments.” 

Perhaps not, but thart was the impression 
given by the Cancer Society’s press agentry. 
The announcement came couriously as Con¬ 
gress was considering its cigarette advertising 
ban. Is it possible that an elaborate hoax has 
been perpetrated on the people and their 
lawmakers? 


(The Richmond Register) 

Last February the American Cancer Society 
announced and headlines around the country 
declared that researchers had found scientific 
evidence definitely linking cigarette smoking 
with cancer. It was claimed that a group of 
dogs had developed cancer as a result of smoke 
inhalation 

The event was heralded as a major break¬ 
through and fueled greater demand for re¬ 
striction of cigarette advertising. 

A Reader's Digest article declared: “Never 
again can the tobacco industry hide behind 
its most used defense—that no one had in¬ 
duced cancer in laboratory animals with cig- 
iretle smoke.” 

Interestingly, the Cancer Society chose to 
publish its findings by press conference rather 
than follow the usual channels of the scientif¬ 
ic community — independent valuation and 
publication in scholarly journals. When ques¬ 
tioned on this point, a society spokesman said 
that formal publication would follow. 

The subject thereupon dropped out of the 
news and little has been heard of it since. 
What has generally gone unnoticed in the 
eight months since the society’s dramatic 
press conference is that the study has been 
rejected by two prestigious medical journals

Loan rates by grades for 1970- 
crop Burley tobacco have been 
announced by the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, according 
to Jack Welch, chairman of the 
State Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation ASC Commit¬ 
tee. 

The rates represent an aver- 
£ge price-support loan level of 
about 4.3 percent above 1969 

Grade rates for Burley tobac¬ 
co range from 40 to 79 cents 
a pound, representing an aver¬ 
age price-support loan level of 

68.6 cents a pound. 

Grade rates for Dark air- 
cured tobacco, types 35-36, range 
from 28 to 58 cents a pound, 
representing an average price 
support loan level of 41.4 cents 
a pound. 

Grade rates for Fire-cured to¬ 
bacco range from 28 to 67 cents 
a pound, representing an aver¬ 
age price-support loan level of 

46.6 cents per pound. 

Price-support procedures of 

past years will be followed. 
Growers will offer tobacco for 
sale at auction in the usual 
manner, and price-support will 
be made available to cooperat¬ 
ing growers through producer 
cooperative associations. 

Only the original producer is 
eligible to receive price support. 

The ASC Committee Chair¬ 
man reminded growers that cer¬ 
tification must be made that 
they have not used pesticides 
containing DDT or TOE on to¬ 
bacco eligible for price support.
